After the delinquent list is filed 


with the clerk, the latter must pub- 
lish the list weekly for two weeks be- 
tween Die time he receives it and 
the second Monday in June. On this 
Intte'r date, which will be June D| 
this year, the clerk is required to j 
offer delinquent lands for sale. 


If taxes are not pnid before time 


for advertising the property ns de- 
linquent, cost of advertising will be 
added to the proptrey owner's taxes. 
This cost ordinarily amounts to 60 or 
75 cents for each piece of property, 


If the property owner is to escape 


all penalties and costs he must pay 
his taxes on or before the second 
Monday is May, which will be May 12. 
If he desires to wait another month, 
or until June 9, and pay advertising 
costs, he may do so without being re- 
quired to pay the statutory 10 per 
cent penalty. 


The extension did not affect as- 


sessment of taxes, nnd the statutory 
penalty will be applied by all asses- 
sors after the period for 
assessing j 


taxes expires, April 10.\
